His parents 
moved to Brooklyn a year later ani 
‘Terry’ was brought up in the Gow- 
anus district of Brooklyn, where he 
resided until his death. 

McGovern was Said to have earne:l 
several hundred thousand dollars 
during his fighting career. After his 
retirement from the ring, he con- 
‘ducted galoons at various times and 
was ccakcomnnh in ill-health. He was 
a free spender and his fortune had 
so diminished a few years ago that 
Samuel Harris, who was his manager 
at the height of his boxing success, 
raised a fund on McGovern’'s behalf.

Text of Appeal 


LONDON, Feb. 22 (By A. P.). 
HE text of the proclama- 
T tion issued by the Coun- 
cil of People’s Commis- 
saries at Petrograd command- 
ing registance to the Germans, 
has been received here, as fol- 
lows: 


“The Socialist fatherland is in 
danger. In order to save the 
country in its exhaustion from 
further trials of war we resigned 
ourselves to making immense 
sacrifices. Our delegates on 
Feb. 20 left Regatsky for 
Dvinsk, but up to the present no 
news from them has been re- 
ceived.”’

- Yohn Masefield, English Poet, 
Says He Has Completed Part 
of Official Work. 


‘$$ HERE TO LECTURE 


New World to Tee Out of 
War, He Declares—Pred'cts 


League of Nations. 


John Masefield, the English poet, 
who arrived in St. Louis this morn- 
ing to lecture in the evening at the 
Odeon, on “The War and the Fu- 
ture,” for the benefit of Kingdom 
‘House settlement, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at Hotel Jefferson 
that he had cémpleted a 25,000-word 
preface to the official history of the 
battle of the Somme, which the Brit- 
tsh Government. has commissioned 
him to write. This is Masefield’. 
second visit to the United States, and 
he will return to France when he 
completes his present lecture tour. 

Masefield, who, m 1914, was wide- 
ly credited with having Written the 
best poem of the war, is one of 12 
official historians attached to the} 


British armies. He was at Gallipoli, 


and also witnessed all the important 


phases of the battle of the Somme. 
Because of his intimate knowledge 
of the principal events of the battle 
of the Somme, the British Govern- 
ment selected Masefield to write the 
entire history of the engagement. 


Was at Gallipoli. 

At the beginning of the war Mase- 
field served as a stretcher bearer 
and orderly in a British hospital for 
French wounded in France, but aft- 
er several months was sent to the 
Dardanelles and was at Gallipoli. He 
became very ill and after recover- 
ing was sent to France as an offi- 
cial historian. 

From October, 1916, until ‘March, 
1917, he was attached to the Brit- 
ish forces engaged in the battle of 
the Somme. 
considered the 
“very short;’’ 


be. The title of the preface is ‘“‘The 
Old Front Line.” It is largely taken 
up with a description of the line 
which existed before the battle and 
the changes resulting. 

Official historians, Masefield  re- 
lated, must be on the ground to ob- 
serve all the important features of a 
battle or troop movement, so that 
the facts can be set down in accu- 
rate form when the history of the 
event is written. For this reason, he 
said, the work of a historian is some- 
times dangerous and he often goes 
into the front-line trenches. 

Scene Behind Lines. 

When an important movement is 
to be made, Masefeld said, the his- 
torian attached to that section is 
notified so that he may come up to 
the front line and observe. In the 
battle of the @mme, Masefield said, 
he witnessed virtually every feature 
of the struggle which was worthy of 
historical mention. 

He described the scene immedi- 
ately behind the line as ‘an infinite 
variety of odors, with large masses of 
‘color and smoke, bands  Obringing 
down battalions and bands bringing 
them back, and all more or less in 
the midst of the roar of many guns.” 

“Some sort of international 
league,’’ he said, 
rence of this thing, will have to 
come out of the war. Suppose we 
have another 30 years of peace, dur- 
ing which time the scientists devote 
their time to improving the terrible 
engines of destruction which have 
been developed within the last three 
years. 

“If this were done, why, it would 
be possible for one nation actually 
to wipe another off the face of the 
@arth. There must be a check upon 
further development of these ma- 
chines of war, There are the bombs, 
the various forms of asphyxiating 
gas, and the submarines, all develop- 
ments of this war. If the minds of 
many men are given to perfecting 
these instruments, it is impossible 
to conceive to what ends a nation 
may go in eliminating her enemies. 

Germany Must Be in League. 

“Germany will have to come into 
this league. This will be necessary 
for the success of the idea. I really 
fee] that the old world has been 
‘cast into the fire and that a new 
world, very -much improved, will 
‘emerge from this crucible of war. 
In what way will it be improved? 
In many ways. In the first place, a 
greater feeling of unity will exist 
among nations. 

“The nations of Europe are more 
closely linked than ever before, be- 
cause of this war, and this feelmg 
of unity will go a long way toward 
- goecomplishing the league of nations 
of which I speak. 

“Some persons say that war is in- 
evitable. However true this may be, 
~ war can be kept within decent lim- 
ite, and that is what we must work 
for after this struggle.”

The Major had come into the 
trench and coming up to the Cap- 
tain he said: ‘Don’t let your troops 
fire at your front. There is an In- 
dian working party just gone out 
and you will hit them.’ 

“The Captain thought this a 
strange order, for he“had seen no 
working party leave. He looked 
closely at the Major and he ob- 
served that his battalion number 
was 31. He recalled that only 18 
battalions had arrived at that time 
and his suspicions were aroused. 

“Looking him right in the eye, the 
Captain asked .the Major: ‘Are you 
“fair dinkum,” which is a slang ex- 
pression in Australia for “Are you 
straight goods; are you on thé level?” 
The Major without changing his ex- 
“Yes, I am Maj. 


Fair. Dinkum.’ ”’ 

**Well,’’ continued 
“they held an inquest over ‘Maj.

| Govern had hardly heard of his foe, 
who was just an “unknown” out of 
the West, but who was on the uphill 
of his career. He had courage and 
coolness. He had made up his mind 
that Terry could be beaten. 

On the night of the fight as he 
passed McGovern’s room on the way 
to the ring Corbett pounded on 
Terry’s door and shouted: 

“Comé on out, you false alarm 
champion, and take your beating!” 

The audacity of the speech com- 
ing from an unknown to Terrible 
Terry, the mighty, so inflamed the 
champion that he was boiling with 
rage when the gong rang for the first 
round. He tore into his opponent 
with both arms (flying. Corbett 
slowly backed away, blocking care- 
fully and taunting his opponent. Mc- 
Govern, balked in the first round, 
tore in wide open inethe,second. He 
rained blows on his cool foe, whose 
provoking laugh and smile took the 
last vestige of control from McGov- 
ern. Swingly wildly he stepped into 
a terrific hook that laid him on his 
back for the count. 

Second Defeat by Rothwell. 

The world was so astounded it 
could hardly believe it. But that it 
was no fluke Corbett proved a sec- 
ond time when they met in San 
Francisco the following March. Cor- 
bet stopped him again, in 11 rounds 
—he had Terry’s goat. 

McGovern won some good fights, 
thereafter, but he never recovered 
from his defeat by Corbett. He 
sought consolation in drink and by 
1908 he had fought his last battle, 
a no-decision affair with Spike Rob- 
son. 

His entire career in the ring lasted 
only 10 years.and five of these were 
‘on the down grade. He was all 
through at the remarkably early 
age of 27.¢ 

This was attributed to the dis- 
sipation to which McGovern gave 
way and which he was never able 
to shake off. He was in sanita- 
riums_more than once.

The most recent development of 
this movement has been among the 
tobacco workers, who have been in-

Workers of America. 

At the same time, the Central 
Trades and Labor Union is actively 
encouraging the movement to 
strengthen the local membership of 
the Retail Clerks’ International Pro- 
tective Association. 
ing in connection with this move- 
ment is to be held tonight in Asch- 
enbroedel Hall, 3535 Pine street, and 
reports will be received from com- 
mittees and individuals who have 
solicited new membets, particularly 
among the salespeople of wet oxenbale 
department stores. 

Time Considered F meee 

Developments in other lines are 
expected to follow, as the labor 
leaders consider that the ,present 
time is especially favorable for an 
extension of the union principle, and 
that the public is favorable to-the 
union movement. 

A local of the International To- 
bacco Workers has existed here for 
25 years, and is said to have about 
300 members now. The number of 
those in the city eligible for mem- 
bership is estimated at 3500 to 4000 
men and women, most of them em- 
ployed by the Liggett & Myers To- 
bacco Co. 

The Liggett & Myers factory was 
acquired by the American Tobacco 
Co., the Tobacco Trust, in the late 
9$0’s, and the trust discharged e 
ployes bélonging to the union. The 
union has not since been recognized 
by the factory, although the Federal 
Government dissolved the trust in 
1911. A strike was carried on there 
two years ago by an improvised or- 
ganization. The strike ended after 
two weeks, with a slight increase in 
pay, but without improvement of 
working conditions, union offi,cials 
say. 

ized in Small Factories. 

The union is recognized in two of 
the smaller tobacco factories here. 

Union officials say that if they suc- 
ceed in strengthening the member- 
ship of the tobacco workers’ local 
sufficiently, demands will be formu- 
lated both as to wages and working 
conditions, but particularly the lat- 
ter. 

At tonirght’s meeting of the Retait 
Clerks’ Union a report will be made 
by the committee which was ap- 
pointed at Wednesday night’s meet- 
ing, as told in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, to formulate demands. The 
committee has been assisted in pre- 
paring these demands by C. J. An- 
derson, a lawyer, who aided the 
street car men’s union im the recent 
strike negotiations.

FOOD SHORTAGE GRAVE 
IN EAST, SAYS HOOVER 


. 
Declares Reserve Is at Point of 
"Exhaustion add May Last 60 
Days; Railways Blamed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (By A. 
P.).—The most critical food short- 


age in the history of the country 
confronts the eastern part of the 
United States today, according Ne 
Food Administrator Hoover. wh 
declares that reserve stores are ati 
thé point of exhaustion in many sec- 
tioris and that the scarcity may con- 
tinue for 60 days. 

Railroad congestion is blamed for 
the situation by Hoover, who mays 
the only solution is increased rat! 
movement of foodstuffs. His state- 
ment asserts that because of trans- | 
portation ‘difficulties, soft corn and 
potatoes are spoiling and the cost of 
feeding livestock has increase to 
such an extent that feeders are in 
danger of serious. losses. 

The railroad administration, dis- 
agreeing with Hoover’s view of the 
cause of the situation, said it was 
ready to provide every transporta- 
tion facility for expediting food 
movement. 

Text of Hoover's Statement. | 

Hoover's statement said: 

“In response to many inquiries I 
beg to say it is true that since the 
first of December we have fallen far 
behind our agreed food program 
with the allies. By the end of Feb- 
ruary we will be short 45,000,000 
bushels in cereal products which we 
undertook as our share of their sup- 
plies- We will also be short of the 
amount of meat and pork : products 
that we were to deliver. This de- 
ficiency is due solely to the railroad 
congestion since that date. 

“The next 60 days will be the most 
critical period in our food history. 
The simple fact is that the problem 
goes far deeper than supplies to the 
allies. During the last three months 
we have fallen far behind in move- 
ment of foodstuffs from the farms 
to the consuming and storage cen- 
ters. Up to the first of February less 
than 50 per cent of the normal ratio 
of corn has been moved, less than 80 
per cent of the oats and less than 60 
per cent of the potatoes. From 
Nov. 1 to Jan. 1 we were short in the 
usual movement of grains and grain 
products into the terminals alone by 
over 120,000 carloads—over 120,0006.- 
000 bushels, and this further aggro- 
gated by similar shortage outside the 
terminals. 


Inability to Move Livestock. 

“There is a great deal of livestock 
which has been ready for the mar- 
ket for some time, but is’ still held 
in the farmers’ hands through in- 
ability to secure transportation. 
These cattle are eating their heads 
off without increasing their meat 
value, and are only adding to the 
costs of the farmer gnd consuming 
the grain. 

“Co-operation can be given by re- 
duction in nsumption of food- 
stuffs, by the consumption of home 
and local stores to the exclusion so 
far as may be of transported arti- 
cles., If every interest co-operates 
we shall supply the Allies and rem- 
edy the distribution of our abundant 
domestic supplies, for our farms are

Jammed Machine Gun 


Kept American Flyer 
From Bagging a German 


Joseph Stehlin Tells How He Had Big Rumpler 


Byplane at His Mercy When Cartridge 


Belt Caught. 


—_— — 


This is the fourth of a series of five articles by Joseph Stehlin of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Lieutenant in the French flying corps, describing his 
experiences during three years of air-fighting. Only 19 years old, when 
he joined the Lafayette Escadrille, he was the youngest pilot in the 
French army when he began fighting, though even younger men are in 


the service now. 


He has resigned his French commission and has just 


returned to Brooklyn to seek a commission in the American aero corps. 
By Joseph Stehlin. 


Four of us are flying in close formation toward the lines to take up our 


shift of the pdtrol. 


The sky is almost speckless. 


The earth, 3000 meters 


below, stretches away, hazy at the edges like a cyazy quilt of shades of green 


and yellow. 


I am glad to be on patrol duty 
again: I am not compelled to stick 
close to some heavy, slow-moving 
observation machine as when I fly 
“pour poctection.” Out whole duty 
is' to tack back and forth over the 
lines on the lookout to drive back 
or send down any German airman 
who tries to penetrate our lines on 
a special mission from his. high 
command. . 

‘There is little to worry us. We 
have driven their ‘“‘saugages’ down 
days ago and their chasse pilots have 
for some time shown reluctance to 
let us get at them. I can understand 
that, for the captured German ma- 
chines that I have tried are much 
stiffer and harder to work than my 
own. ‘ 
Many Features Stolcn. 

True, we have copied some very 
good things from the German ma- 
chines. The idea of the trip, which 
times the firing on my stationary 
mitrailleuse so that the bullets pass 
between the propellor blades intsead 
of hitting them, is swiped from the 
Fokker chasse plane.

He is a big Rumpler biplane ma- 
chine, a two-seater, with a pilot and 
the observer on board. The pilot, 
like me, has a fixed gun mounted on 
the fuselage of his machine. The 
observer in the rear cockpit has a 
free gun that he can swing over a 
wide field of fire, but which vibrates 
so violently that its accuracy is lower 
than that of the fixed gun. 

He is doing reglage duty, appar- 
ently—flying low into our fines, 
picking out likely targets and then 
going back to pass the word by wire- 
less to a German battery. I know 
that we must get him, for if he is 
allowed to carry out his mission val- 
uable men or valuable equipment 
will be heavily strafed. 

I drag my control stick from side 
to side, warping my wings so that 
my Nieuport zigzags. That is the 
signal to the others that I have sight- 
ed a German.

TOWER GROVE PARK BOARD 
ASKS’FOR ADDITIONAL FUNDS 


Cost of Maintenance Increases and 
Expenses Excceded Revenue in) 
1917 More Than $4000. 

A general increase in the operating 
expenses of Tower Grove Park, in- 
cluding advances in the cost of labor 
and material for reconstructing and 
maintaining the park, is the basis of 
an appeal for additional funds from 
the city, in the annual report of the 
Board of Commissioners of the park. 
Expenditures in 1917 exceeded reve- 
nues by more than $4000. The park 
now gets $25,000 annually from the 
city. 

More than $10,000 has been spent 
in the park during the last year im- 
proving roadways, entrances and 
walks, and in the erection of comfort 
stations and shelters. One of the big 
improvements undertaken is the re 
modeling of.the Grand avenue border 
of thé park, which is almost com- 
pleted.

The railway, which operates pre- 
cariously between Greenville anc 
Cascade, was for years exploited, in 
connection with land schemes in 
Wayne and Butler counties, by John 
T. Long, who died here on Jan. 6, 
and with whom Mrs. Ridgly was 4s- 
sociated in recent years. Through 
their influence, Cochran,.a wealthy 
bachelor farmer, invested several 
hundred thousand dollars.

It was formerly the Williamsville, 
Greenville & St. Louis Railroad, and 
was built to haul logs out of the 
hills. Having outlived its usefulness, 
it was acquired, together with the 
lands which had been denuded of

The coal jobbers of St. Louis, at a 
Meeting yesterday afternoon, voted 
to dissolve their organization, the 
Western Fuel Distributers’ Associa- 


tion, as a result of the order of Fuel 
- Administrator Garfield abolishing 
the profit of 15 cents a ton allowed 
them under the Lever act. 

The jobbers say that unless. the 
National Coal Jobbers’ association is 
successful in its fight against the 
order, the jobibng business in St. 
Louis and throughout the country 
willbe destroyed. 

There were, 26 jobbers in the St. 
Louis association, with a capitaliza- 
tion of about $500,000. There are 
about 2500 jobbers in the United 
States, with a capitalization of $200,- 
000,000, 

The national organization. will 
fight the order on the ground that 
it is confiscatory and in violation 
of the United States Constitution. 
The jobbers heretofore have distrib- 
uted about 70 per cent of the coal, 
acting as middlemen between the 
operators and the retailers. In rec- 
ofnition of the service rendered by 
them they were allowed a profit af 
15 cents a ton in the Lever act. 
There were many complaints that 
operators were acting as jobbers for 
the sake of the extra profit and Gar- 
field, admitting his inability to dea! 
with the situation created, requiring 
‘the exercise of extensive police pow- 
ers, issued the order eliminating the 
jobber’s profit.

POLICE ESTABLISH AUTO BUREAU 
TO HELP TRACE STOLEN CARS 


Card Index System Keeps Record of 
License and Motor Numbers, 
and Names of Owners. | 

The Police Department has estab- | 

lished an automobile bureau as an) 
adjunct of the record room to sim- 
plify the tracing of-stolen cars. So 
many automobiles are being stolen 
that detectives find almost their 
entire time taken up with merely 
keeping a record of the thefts. The 
system adopted was originated by 
the Secretary of State and consists | 
of a card index in whicb the cars 
are classified under their license and 
motor numbers, as well as the names 
of their owners. 
Frequently stolen automobiles‘ are 
found after the license tag has been 
removed. The task of finding the 
owner in such cases involved a large 
amount of work, frequently it being 
necessary to communicate with the 
factory in order to establish owner- 
ship. 

Under the new system the owner 
can be found by reference to the in- 
dex of motor numbers. W.aen a car 
is reported stolen the automobile bu- 
reau will immediately make a rec- 
ord of the theft and note the license 
and motor numbers. Members of 
the automobile squad, telephoning to 
the bureau at half-hour § intervals, 
will be given the numbers of the 
stolen car.

THE RUSSIAN TRAGEDY. 

Germany’s excuse now for invading Russia is | 
the putting down of anarchy. But Germany 
caused the anarchy. It was through German | 
agents that Lenine and Trotzky returned to Rus- | 
sia and through German propaganda that Keren- | 
sky, the supporter of law, order and good faith, | 
was overthrown and Lenine and Trotzky rose to 
power. Anarchy served Germany by demoraliz- | 
ing Russian armies, stopping ammunition mak- | 
ing and disorganizing railroads as a preliminary 
to farcical peace negotiations. 

While Trotzky and Lenine were declaring to 
their deluded followers that a revolution among 
the workers of Germany and Austria-Hungary 
was inevitable, German autocracy was preparing 
to reap the reward of cunning and corruption. 
The doctrine of peace without annexations and 
indemnities was abruptly repudiated. The Ger- 
man Government announced its intention of

The Bolshevik leaders  pro- 
claimed the end of the war and finished the de- 
mobilization of the Russian armies of the east- 
ern front. Then Germany resumed its active 
military operations, and its commanding officer | 
now proclaims a new mission—that of destroy- 
ing anarchy in Russia, the anarchy that Germany 
bought and paid for.

ITH the coming of New 
W Year’s day, 1871, the city 
was practically bare of 
food. The iron ring of the Ger- 
mans grew tighter, and in. Paris 
human beings died like flies, the 
victims of starvation and the ills 
that follow in its wake. 

On the 24th of January Favre 
opened negotiations with Bis- 
marck, and four days later the 
Prussian and French statesmen 
signed an armistice involving the 
capitulation of the city. It was 
not until the Ist of March, how- 
ever, that the Germans made their 
triumphant entry. 

The fall of Paris practically 
marked the ending of the Franco- 
Prussian War, although even then 
Gambetta sought to prolong the 
resistance of the untrained volun- 
teers against the masses of the 
Germans who had poured into the 
south and west of France. De- 
feat in 1871 cost the French an 
indemnity of $1,000,000,000 and 
the loss of Alsace-Lorraine. 

The grim. determmations of 
France and the recent peace terms 
announced by President Wilson 
insure the restoration of the lost 
provinces when the great war 
ends. 


28, 1871, the most terrible 
siege ever endured by a mod- 
capital came to an end with 
the capitulation of Paris. For 
132 days the German army sur- 
rounded the city, cutting off all 
communication with the outside 
world except by balloon and car- 
rier pigeons. The great guns of 
the Prussfans thundered in vain 
until famine came to their aid and 
Paris was forced to surrender. 

The siege of Paris began Sept. | 
19, 1870, when the city was com- | 
pletely invested by German troops. 
On that day the boulevards were 
as gay as ever, and Paris was ap- 
parently unmoved by the fate 
which hung over her. 

Within a few days, however, Pa- 
risians began to feel the pinch of 
hunger. All food supplies were 
taken over by the military authori- 
ties, and soon the city was re- 
duced to a horseflesh diet. But 
fate had yet severer trials in 
store. When all the horses had 
been killed and consumed raven- 
ous Paris slaughtered its cats and 
dogs. Household pets were ruth- 
lessly killed so the capital might 
a little longer escape the ignominy 
of surrendering.
